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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Newington: 


I, herewith, submit to you my third annual report 
as Superintendent of your schools. 

During the year 1931 to 1932, as stated in the 
previous school report, the mathematics course in the 
eighth grade of the Newington schools was made more 
comprehensive, paralleling as closely as possible the 
corresponding work in Portsmouth Junior High School. 
Identical text books were purchased. We believed, by 
this means, our pupils would be much better prepared 
to enter the work of the Portsmouth Schools. This has 
proven true, since during the current year our pupils, 
now in the ninth grade, are doing consistently good 
work. The average of the entire class in the latest re- 
port available was 76.4 with but two failing ranks out 
of a total of 26. 

During the current year we are extending the plan 
of adopting the same texts as those used in Ports- 
mouth. I believe the results will be as reassuring as 
are those in the mathematics course. 

The Courtis-Smith method of teaching first grade 
reading has been introduced this year. Reading is an 
important study and the basis of learning in all other 
subjects. A poor reader is a poor scholar in most of 
his school work. It seems best, therefore, to devote 
much of a child’s schooling to the proper introduction 
to reading. By the Courtis-Smith method, children 
realize from the first that whole ideas are the impor- 
tant things and not merely the calling of each word 
as they come to it. The children, who have been so 
taught, will develop into better pupils in all subjects 
thereby. 
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As an economy measure the purchase of school 
library books has been postponed. However, Mrs. 
Greenough has been of great help to the schools by 
allowing them the use of the Public Library and its 
books. We wish now to express our appreciation of 
her help. — | 

A comparison of actual school expenditures of the 
past two years with those of the years immediately 
preceding will show that your school board is keeping 
school costs as low as possible. Figures published by 
the State Board of Education give the median per 
pupil cost of elementary schools of New Hampshire in 
the year 1931-32 to be $82.11 while those of Newington 
are given as $79.53. 

During periods of financial stress economy some- 
times leads to measures that may prove dangerous to 
health and bring about a weakening of physical power 
to combat disease. For this reason, I believe, we must 
take every precaution that our children’s health is care- 
fully guarded at this particular time. Our school nurse 
is doing this. I believe the value of her work to our 
children cannot be estimated in terms of money. All 
parents appreciate the work she is doing. 

Mrs. Poore, our efficient music instructor, is doing 
her usual good work. Her pupils are interested and 
have devoted considerable time to her course. 

The schools uf Newington are being measured by 
nationally recognized tests—identical with those of the 
larger schools of the country. By means of these our 
standards are held to approved status. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the kindly 
advice and help received from your. school board during 
my association with you. —

We herewith submit the annual report of. the 
School Board. 


On opening the fall term we were fortunate in 
engaging Miss Margaret Pickering to teach the first, 
second, third and fourth grades and Mrs. Marion Ken- 
ison to teach the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth grades. 


It is needless to commend their service as their 
present work has measured up to their past services 
in efficiency and ideal co-operation with the scholars 
and Board. 5 


Instruction in music has been carried on with the 
same devotion and enthusiasm as heretofore by Mrs. 
Mary Poore, who has been with us for several years, 
proving satisfactory in every detail. 


Our Superintendent, Mr. Roy W. Gilmore, was re- 
elected at the meeting in May of the supervisory union. 
Approval of his work was unanimous from the various 
School Boards. We believe our school has steadily ad- 
vanced under his direction and we have not only a loyal 
and efficient worker but a friend willing to serve the 
best interest of our institution. 


We have continued the service of Mrs. Angela 
Dolbee as district nurse and believe this method is the 
best safeguard against disease and bringing results 
which are not obtained when examination is made by 
a physician. 


Mrs. Kenison and Miss Pickering have volunteered 
to take a ten per cent. reduction in salary for the en- 
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suing year. We, therefore, recommend a ten per cent. 
reduction, including teachers, music, janitor service 
and transportation. In estimating the budget for 1934 
we have made these reductions. 


By installing oil burners for heating the school 
building in place of coal and wood, eliminates labor 
thus reducing the cost of janitor service. We suggest 
this change be considered at the school meeting.
